LABOR IN OUR COUNTRY. 


Statistics Compiled From the Re- 


ports of the State Federation. 


Boston's Unemployed Women and the Prevalence 


of Distress in Other Cities-The Industrial 
Crisis as it is Looked at From the Pulpit. 


President Gompers in his report said 


that "besides the department of labor at 
Washington we have bureaus of labor 
statistics in83 states, and factor}- inspect- 
ors in 19 states, and Labor day has been 
made a legal holiday in nearly all the 
states of the Union. 
. . 


Six national trades unions affiliated 


•with the American Federation of Labor 
in the past year, and we have reason to 
hope and believe that the International 
Machinists' association will soon remove 
the useless obstacle which stands in the 
way and join the great family of trades 
unions -under the potential and fraternal 
banner of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


An invitation to the trades unions of 


the United States has been received and 
Will be placed before you from the or- 
ganized workers of' Milan, to attend an 
international exposition and congress to 
be held in that city in 1894. 


The congress at Zurich decided to hold 


its next session in London in 1890, and 
the recent British trades unions' congress 
held at Belfast has directed its regular 
standing officers to take tho matter in 
charge and make preparations therefor. 
- J?rom every country comes the cheer- 
ing news of the growth and extension of 
trades unions and trade union sentiment. 
The conviction is fast gaining ground 
that political liberty with economic 
slavery is delusive and for all practical 
purposes valueless. 


The treasurer's report showed the total 


income forthe year ending Oct. 31 to be 
|28,530.80, of which $7,043.68 was for 
the special Homestead defense • fund. 
Total expenses for the same period were 
117,818.40, and $3,864.90 of the defense 
fund was expended.

THE SPIKIT OF THE AGE. 


t/pon It Rtif t» tho Sjstom el Commercial 


Individualism and ILaissez Faire. 


, At St. Paul's church, Boston, recent- 
ly. Sev. Charles Ferguson of Cohasset 
preached an interesting sermon upon 
HThe Industrial Crisis—Work for the 
Woriless." He said: 


We are standing1 in the presence of a 


great absurdity—not arousing, hut trag- 
ic—the spectacle of a million working-. 
men eoinpulscrily idla in a country ca- 
pable by nature of giving work and bread 
to ten times the earth's population, a 
country wherein everybody admits and 
asserts the common duty and the corn- 
•mon right to labor. 


The causes of this phenomena are not 


local and not transient We are ap- 
proaching the climax of the nineteenth 
century in nearly even pace with all the 
great nations of the world. The root of 
the whole worldwide trouble is a pe- 
culiar and'modern quality of our old 
primal selfishness permeating society 
from top to bottom—selfishness for the 
first time in the world's history formu- 
lated into a creed and erected into a sys- 
tem—the system of commercial individ- 
ualism and laissez faire, out of which 
has sprung this infidel disbelief of man 
in man and the consequent failure of 
commercial credit. 


Yon cannot love and trust your neigh- 


bor if you find in him only an intelli- 
gent apparatus for the calculation of his 
own "enlightened self interest." The 
nations are weary of this profane gospel 
ol greed.' God is abont to change all 
that. The spirit of the age is more than 
the body of the age—it rises to do the 
work of the Holy Ghost. Men must 
soon be found who are willing to do 
business that does not pay. I think- 
that is the precise specific. It is not a 
nostrum. There is no patent on it. It 
is the open secret of Christ. The busi- 
ness of Jesus did not pay, neither did 
the business of the prophets and apos- 
tles, and no genuine and noble work of 
painter, poet, soldier or craftsman, no 
true labor and pain of good worker or 
good fighter was ever done and suffered 
since the world began—for mere pay. 


There is ao need to argue thoimmoral- 


ityof this utter commercial selfishness. 
We have before our eyes the demonstra- 
tion of its entire folly and impracticabil- 
ity. It is not merely desirable that men 
"be found who are willing to do business 
that does not pay. It is absolutely neces- 
sary. Thirty years ago there were found 
men who offered their lives to their coun- 
try. We shall find men now who will 
offer their dividends, though indeed this 
-latter be somehow a more difficult sacri- 
fice.

workless is that they who have land and 
capital shall go on with nseful enter- 
prises or embark in new ones straight- 
way, being principally careful that their 
enterprises ehall be useful and helpful, 
find OBlyflecondirily careful that they:

AN AMERICAN WOMAN'S VISIT TO 


TAOTAI'S WIFE. 


IticlinK in State in a Sedan Chair—Hospi- 


tality Characterized by Pleasant Cere- 
monies—Ten, Bird's Nest Soup, Scotch 
Whiskey, Cigars and Other Good Things. 


My visit to the wife of the taotai had 


been talked of for.a long time. First of 
all, I must tell you what a taotai is. He 
is (be chief magistrate of three fa, or de- 
partments, in thg province of Che-kiang, 
one of the IS provipces of China. The ex- 
tent of territory, under his jurisdiction 
would correspond! to the state of Massa- 
chusetts. 


When at last an auspicious moment 


seemed to present itself for the proposed 
visit, it, was (jnite • an anxious question 
what would be a proper toilet [for me to 
wear. It would not <lo to go in evening 
costume, and yet I wished to do as much 
honor as possible to tho event. I finally 
decided upon a light silk visiting toilet. 
My husband's official sedan chair was 
made ready for me, oue of my bearers or- j 
naiuentiug the interior with flowers. My 
little daughter, with her amah, occupied 
another chair, and with official servants 
preceding us, .one carrying] my large visit- 
ing card—especially prepared for the occa- 
sion and bearing my name in black Chi- 
nese characters on a red ground—and oth- 
ers walking beside the cbairs, we proceed- 
ed on our way. 


To reach, the taotai's_ yameu (residence) 


we were obliged to traverse a good part 
of the suburb where the foreign settlement 
is situated, then to cross a large branch 
of the river in a sampan, into which the 
sedan chairs are bodily lifted, and after 
entering the gates of the city proper to 
nudce ouv way through, several dirty, ill 
smelling streets. Upon the wide entrance 
doors o£ the yamen are painted the sup- 
posed portraits of the four protecting gods. 


After entering the outer portals we trav- 


ersed many cpurtyards, all o£ .which, seem- 
ed deserted, the men having all been sent 
away that they might not look upon a 
lady. ' When we reached the part of the 
establishment-devoted to the ladies, I was 
met by the venerable mother of the taotai 
—with whose sweet face and soft white 
hair I was • much impressed;—his wife, 
grown up daughters, son's wife and nu- 
merous attendants, and two or three amahs 
carrying young children, one the little 
6-year-old son of the taotai. 


I was at once ushered intoa room where 


was a reception dais composed of a seat for 
the guest and one for the hostess, separated 
by a little table, rcaDy nothing more than1 
an elbow rest and .used for placing the cer- 
emonial cups of ton. These seats have BO 
backs and are very high, so one Las to sit 
well forward and rest the feet upon a 
wooden footstool. T-ho seat upon the left 
of tho hostess Is £he'0ne,q£ honor,, and after 
much ceremony, by which I was invited 
by the mother, of the taotai to take this 
seat, myself desirijijgtbat she should occu- 
py it1,1 we were flnally seated. The'wife of 
tho chief magistrate and her daughter 
sat facing the c^ais on j> sort of couch, and 
the other ladies and attendants stood 
grouped about iis;

Almost immediately we were served with 


bird's ne&t soup^in, porcelain cups, which I 
found to bo rather good and which is con- 
sidered n great delicacy by .the Chinese.

PHANTOM OF THE FOKESTfl

As we leave the JPecds river and journey 


northward toward the great sandhills of 
the staked plains pur Indian scouts and 
guides look abojft them as'if expecting to 
Bee an enemy at any moment, and as the 
$ummer day draws to a close we notice 
them whispering together and exhibiting 
signs of uneasiness. Thej are speaking of 
the Phantom of the Desert.

President .Gompers iu his report said 


that besides 'the department of labor at 
Washington we have bureaus of labor 
itatisticfl in32 Etatm and factory inspect- 
ors in 19 states, and Labor day has been 
made a legal holiday in nearly all the 
itates of the Union.

Six national trades unions affiliated 


with the American Federation of Labor 
in the past year, and we have reason^ to 
hope and believe that the International 
Machinists' association will soon remove 
the useless obstacle which stands in tho 
way and join the great family of trades 
unions under the potential and fraternal 
banner of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


An invitation to the trades unions of 


the United States has been received and 
trill be placed before you from tho or- 
ganized workers of 'Milan, to attend an 
international exposition and congress to 
be held in that city in 1694. 


The congre&s at Zurich decided to hold 


its next session in London in 1801), und 
the recent British trades unions' congress 
held at Belfast has directed its regular 
itanding officers to take tho matler in 
charge and mako preparations therefor. 


From every country cornea the cheer- 


ing news of the growth and extension of 
trades unions and trade union sentiment.

men compulsorily idle in a country ca- 
pable by nature of giving work und bread 
to ten times the earth's population, a 
country wherein everybody admits nud 
asserts the common duty aud tho com- 
mon right to labor. 


The causes of this phenomena aro not

'\Ye aro ap-

the whole worldwide trouble is a pe- 
culiar and 'modern quality of our old 
primal selfishness permeating society 
from top to bottom— selfishness for the 
first time in the world's history formu- 
lated into a creed and erected into a sj's- 
tem— the system of commercial individ- 
ualism aud laissez faire, out of which 
has sprung this infidel disbelief of man 
in man and the consequent failure of 
commercial credit. 


Yon cannot love and trust your neigh- 


bor if you find iu him only nn intelli- 
gent apparatus for tho calculation of his 
own ''enlightened self iuterest." The 
nations are wear}' of this profane gospel 
of greed; God is about to change nil 
that. The spirit of the age is more than 
the body of the age— it rises to do the 
work of the Holy Ghost. 
Men must 


soon be found who are willing to do 
business that does not pay. I think 
that is the precise specific. It, is not a 
nostrum. There ia no patent on it. It 
is the open secret of Christ. Tho busi- 
ness of Jesus did not pay, neither did 
tho business of tlie propiiets and apos- 
tles, and no genuine and noble work of 
painter, poet, soldier or craftsman, no 
true labor end pain of good worker or 
good fighter was ever dono nnd guttered 
airica the world began— for mere jay.

feara of Gomething thoy hud never seen. 


"We'mako our camp amid .the sands— 


Bail dsBodry and deep that, they would absorb 
tbe waters of tbQ'JVIississippi.and'Hcarcely 
fenl dainj) to tho $o\ick. The cactus, the 
rattlesnake, the vulture'and the sands! 
Nothing'else, unless ifc bo the bones our 
horses' feet 'tlirbiy"to tlio snrfnco os they 
dig for water ;tb coolithoirtpngnes. Tlie 
rosy hues die put ol .tho west;, (in/1 evening 
coines. 'J3venii]g. finally gives place to sol- 
emn iilRlit.. It id u starlight nik'h't, but a 
mist rises from tbo naudti to miike Iho Btai3 
look small and pale and far away, There 
are no tents, uo Jlrcs, At 10 o'clock nearly 
all the command are asleep. .The sleepers 
aro lyim? as I saw the dead lio when awu.it- 
ing burial ot Gettysburg.. Each face is un- 
covered and upturned to the night, nnd you 
feel a chill as yon look at them.

SPEECHES AV1LL BE CONTROL- 


LED BY FIVE-MIXUTE RULE. 


Dtairmaa >Wilsoa Will Lead OK in 


the Debate. 


"WASHINGTON, Jail. C.—The Democratic 


caucus met in. tlie hall of the house of 
representatives last nigbt to consider the 
Wilson tariff bill. 
Judge Holuiau. was 


chairmau aud Mr. Aldersou secretary. It 
was estimated that there were lit Peino- 
crats in the liouse^and a caucus quorum 
is 105. As soon as the roll had beeu called, 
oil motion it was decided to limit, the 
speeches to five minutes each. 


Geueral Wheeler, who wus> one of the 


prime mo\ ers in the caucus, project, took 
the floor ami made a vigorous speech 
against the proposition to place coal and 
iron ore ou the free list. 


During Geueral Wheeler's remarks he 


quoted from a speech made by Hon. Will- 
iam L. Wilson on the ilorrisou bill on 
May 5, 1881 General Wheeler said the 
principles -which should govern were il- 
lustrated by the speech which Mr. Wilson 
made then. 
The quotation was as fol- 


lows: 


Wilson's Views In 'S4. 


"As I have said. I favor a bill for the 


reduction of taxes. Where this bill de- 
parts from its general scheme of merely 
reducing taxes and seeks to enlarge the 
free list, it bears unevenly, and. as I be- 
lieve, unjustly, upon some of the inter- 
ests of my o« n state. To take any one 
great interest and transfer it suddenly to 
the free list is to hold it tributary to all 
the rest, while depriving it of any share 
in the common piotection. 


"Whatever reduction is made should be 


made so gradually as not to wreck, to dis- 
turb or alarm any of our great industries, 
and this return to a peace tariff oiight 
to be ma8e by even progress and on a 
scale of justice to all. This bill would 
permit reciprocal free coal with Canada, 
a provision I think little apt to be car- 
ried out, and free coal from England 
Coal i;, not free, so far as> the foreign and 
coastwise trade is concerned, having 
otherwise a duty of 72 tents per ton,whicn 
is leas than 20 per cent ad valorem, under 
a tariff whose geneial avetage is over 40 
per cent. 


"Should we proceed to the considera- 


tion of this bill by sections5 I shall pre- 
sent to the committee such facts and fig- 
ures as will bear fully upon this question, 
and I have every confidence—indeed, I 
may add, I have every assurance that can 
now be given—that this inequality and 
discrimination will be correcied, and the 
interests of. my own state share in the 
general fortune of all." 


Crisp's Appeal. 


Speaker Crisp followed. He offered a 


resolution declaring that, it was the duty 
of every Democrat to vote for the consid- 
eration of the tariff bill, and also that it 
•was the duty of all Democrats to attend 
the sessions of the house and maintain a 
quorum until the tariff bill is disposed of. 


In a ringing speech the speaker took oc- 


casion to Suarply reprimand Democrats 
•who had been responsible for tb.ii inaction 
of the house diJring the past three days. 
He said that the proper way to act for 
those who were dissatisfied would be to 
take the bill lip and have it considered. 
They would be given an opportunity to 
'offer their amendments, and these amend- 
ment, under the terms of the resolution,

The proposal of an 
income tax is not calculated to inspire 
confidence, nor does it encourage hope 
that uncertaiaty.about revenue laws Will 
be speedily terminated. 


The whole market is 3-4 of a cent higher 


because of diminished western receipts, 
and corn is unchanged. Western receipts 
of \i heat for the week have been 1,'J54, 345 
bushels, against 4,080,450 last year. The 
receipts of corn are extraordinary, 4,065,- 
978 bushels for the week, ugaiust 3,277,178 
last year. Cotton receipts have lessened 
a little, and the price has suddenly ad- 
vanced 1-4, a. movement probably on a 
par with other., which have made this 
season a trying one to traders 


It is questionable whether the working 


foice in the great industries has incieased 
as yet, though about the first of the 
year considerable increase is expected. 
The number of mills starting and stop- 
ping work is about the same 


Wool, Cotton, Shoes and M>tals. 


Sales of m ool for the week amount to 


only 2,494t800 pounds, against 4,453,200 for 
the corresponding week last year, and 
since May 1 the decrease has been 49 0 
per cent. Prices are somewhat weaker, 
and fe\v works report satisfactory orders. 
Prices of cotton goods are further re- 
duced to encourage purchases. Most of 
the ahoeshops aie moderately employed, 
and the decrease in shipments for the 
week is 17 per cent against 20 per cent for 
the last seven months of 1S98. Still lower 
prices are recorded in iron and steel, 
both at Pittaburg and 
Philadelphia, 


without increase in volume of business. 
It is believed that the output of pig, 
though 40 per cent less than a year ago, 
exceeds the present consumption. 


The volume of business represented by 


exchanges outside New York is 18.2 per 
cent less than for the same week last 
year. 


In various branches of business during 


the last half of 1893 actual sales have been 
reported by 1117 houses or companies ag- 
gregating $213,409,630 this year, agaiust 
S3Q4,-i(iO,10S In the same month laat year, 
a decrease of 29.7 per cent. 


What Percentages Show. 


In texljle manufactures the decrease is 


41 per cent, over 47 per cent in all woolens, 
43 per cent in silk ani 37.1 per cent in cot- 
ton manufactures, 29.2 per cent in hosiery 
and 25.6 in mixed textiles. In dry goods 
i.ne sales decreased only 19.2 per cent, stocks 
previously held having been ranch re- 
duced, and the reported decrease in sales 
of clothing is only 12.3 per cent. In iron 
and steel manufactures the decrease is 
39 8 per cent, but in hardware only 18 5 
per cent. In boot and shoe manufacture 
the decrease is only IB 6 per cent, but in 
retail trade only 11.6 per cent. The de- 
crease in furniture is 2T.2 per cent, in jew- 
elry 24 8 per cent and in sales of hats only 
18 6 per cent 


It is an interesting and encouraging 


fact that sales of groceries are slightly 
larger than last year, though a little less 
at the east and west, but gieater at the 
south. 


The final classified returns of failures 


for 1893 are not yet complete, but the re- 
ports received for the latter part of. De- 
cember have swelled the aggregate of 
commercial liabilities to *333,493,401, of 
which 310T,545,985 are of manufacturing 
failures, $123,716,960 of trading failures 
and *47,23&.516 of other concerns. 


For the past week the failures reported 


have been 511 in the United States, against 
823 last year, and 41 in Canada, against 17 
last year.

TliE SOT has secured a reduction iu the 
rice of gas for the city-of Lowell and has 
sen looking into tbe question of cheaper 
ater rales for the city.. A reduction of 
0 per cent, was made last year and will be 
ontinued this year. 
There'is u balance of over 820,000 to Hie' 
redtt of the board after paying all tha in- 
erest and other payments which become 
uo during the year. This amount, bow- 
ver, does uot warrant any reduction in 
IB water rates, because there is as yet 
onie uncertainty as lo the dual success of 
IB driven weil'system. The contractor 
as agreed to furnish 0,000,000 gallons of 
•ater per day for §25,000 from these wells; 
ut as ycb he has not succeeded in produc- 
ng much more than 2,000,000 gallons 11 
ay so that, he has the heavy end of tin- 
on tract yet to fill. 
About twenty-seven wells are now con- 


nected and twelve more will sooribeadiled, 


ut many more will be needed to complete 
he contract. But even the wells for n 
line produced 5,000,000 gallons a day. there 
s 110 certainty that this supply would cort- 
Inue steadily. Hence, for a considerable 
ime to come the wafer board will be in 
oubtastothe permanency of tlie well 
upply.

Tnrlcey recently complained to the sub- 
lime porto that the prisons of Constanti- 
nople were overcroivdeil with political 
prisoners from Armenia.

Crcaldne Boots. 


The creating of ft boot has nothing 


whatsoever to do with the class of leather 
out of: -which it is constructed, but creaks 
for the following reasons: Every sole of a 
boot is composed of two separate pieces of 
leather. In walking, these two pieces of 
Iciithet', in spite of their being sewed firm- 
ly together, often rub against each other, 
and hcuco the noise. 


But ii boot does not.always creak at the 


sole. It may coino from the heel, and then 
it is caused by what is known astho "stall- 
oner," or tbe material which is put iu to 
mako the leather which covers the heel 
stiff, becoming loose and moving about. 


The euro for the creuking solo i« as fol- 


lows: The second sole must be taken off, 
and some soft material, like foil', placed 
between the two solen, and thenceforth the 
boota will bo noiseless. 


If it is theheel thatisftt fault, tho"stiff- 


cner'' must bo securely sowed in, and some 
French chalk may- bo put in between it 
and the lecther, thereby lessening the fric- 
tion by which tho noise is caused. 
Some- 


limes standing the soles of n pair of creak- 
ing boots in oil for 24 hours will have the 
desired effect, but tbis remedy is not ul- 
\vaya successful.—London Million.

lar approval. 


Mr. Greenhalge seems to diverge from

A lady seeking advice from an authority 


In such matters as to how she should cur- 
'4iu the windows-^cf her new house (=ome 
.»in all) received the unhesitating answer, 
"Use dotted swiss," and the charming ef- 
fect resulting proved the wisdom of tha se- 
lection. 


This delicate material, seems to be more 


popular for window curtains than ever he- 
fore, and the reason undoubtedly lies ia its 
adaptability, for it is suited alike to the 
cottage and the more pretaitious dwelling, 
being not too fine for the one nor too sim- 
ple for the other. Tho more sheer the goods 
tho better the effect will he, however, aud 
by far the best finish for curtaius of this 
noi't is a full ruffled trimming of plaiu 
EWISS about three inches m width. By sew- 
ing a tiny cord in one edge of the ruffle and 
gathering up at the same time it may eas- 
ily bo secured to the selvage edge of tha 
curtain either by hand or by machine. 


Ruffled bauds of the swlss ou cords and 


tassels of white cottoiLarethemostsuitabla 
for diapiug. A new way of hanging Swiss 
curtains is particularly adapted to low win- 
dows. For a window 4J£ or 5 feet high a 
full valence 11 inches deep, when finished, 
is used, the goods taken lengthwise to avoid 
a seam. This should be trimmed at the 
edge with ruifles or lace The lower cur- 
taius aie supplied with small br.iss curtain 
rings, which slip easily ou a biass rod stt 
just below the valance, tho advantage of 
this arrangement being, aside from its pic- 
turesquencss, that the curtains may bo 
drawn at will to act as a screen. They are 
not di aped, and look best when pushed to 
one side into a spaceof about 10 or 12 inches. 
For a six foot window the valance may be 
18 inches deep, and in both cases the curtains 
should come just to the window frame. 


The fine, inexpensive cheesecloth, which 


is within the means of every one, is very 
suitable for bedroom draperies and is vari- 
ously trimmed at the edge either with tas- 
sel fringe or lace. An odd way to finish 
them is to fold a 2Kinch hem and insert 
between before stitching a strip of colored 
cambric or any soft cotton stufl. Pmk or 
yellow, red or Blue—in fact, any bright col- 
or which harmonizes with tho other fur- 
nishings—may be used, as it is considerably 
toned down by being placed between tho 
folds of the cloth. Harper's Bazar, the 
source of the very practical suggestions 
here made, advises that the valance auc 
edge of the curtain be trimmed with a ruf- 
fle of the cheesecloth which has been softly 
twisted after it is made, to take away the 
wiry effect.

are the pressed papers that supply the de 
maad for a low priced decorative materia 
inielief, such as the "cameo reliefs" and 
the "Venetian leathers." The former, a.

work, cameolike effects decidedly pleasim 
and novel. The Venetian leathers afforc 
reproductions of the old illumined leather 
of the Moors, Spaniaids and Venetians 
and are especially adapted to halls, 
rooms and libraries. .

lacquer treatment that has hitherto almos 
univeisally prevailed in Japanese wa' 
hangings.

Professor Drummoml is quoted as ex- 
iressiug the opinion that the cud of tho ver- 
ebral column, consisting of thiee, four 
nd occasionally five vertebral, called tho 
occyx, forms u true rudimentary tail. In 
he adult this is always concealed beneath 
ho skin, l)ut jn. the embryo, both in man 
and apes, iu an early stage it ismuch ioiiger 
hau tho limbs. What is decisive as to its 
rue nature, however, is that even iu the 
smbryo of man the mubcles for wagging 
the tail are still found. 


In the grown up human being those mus- 


cles are represented by bauds of "fibrous tis- 
sue, hut coses are known where tha actual 
muscles persist through life. That a dis- 
tinct external tall should not be still fouud 
n man may seem disappointing to the evo- 
utionists, but the want of a tail augurs 
more for evolution than its presence would 
mve done. It would have been contrary 
;o the theory of descent had he pos&essed 
a longer tail, for all tho anthropoids most 
allied to man have long since parted with 
;heirs. 


The Monkey Language. 


Professor Garner, after a residence of 


nearly six months in cages in the heart of 
Africa, Tvh.ere he vent to study the simian 
language, is reported by the European 
Herald to have said that he is satisfied 
that the natives ate light in their assertion 
that monkeys converse and use a language 
which is Invariable and constant. 


In his sojourn in the w lids oC Africa he 


found out much that upset all pet scien- 
tific theories about gorillas. He also dis- 
covered that the gorilla and chimpanzee 
are not on speaking terms. This Is dne not 
to any inimical feeling, but to the fact that 
the "language" of the one is diffeient fioin 
the "language" of the other, and they have 
not yet gone as far in civilization as the 
making of grammars and dictionaries for 
the purposes of tianslation.

I had this story from a dear friend, who 


told it to me one day when we wfre talk- 
ing o£ the accidents of life—more aston- 
ishing and romantica hundred times than 
the inventions of fiction.

How to Treat a Cut. 


Adhesive plaster ought to be the best pro- 


curable, and Instead of keeping it in a roll 
in the drawer it ought, to bo ent into strips 
of different breadths. It is thus ready for 
immediate use, and there is no chance of its 
sticking together as it does if kept in bulk. 
Wnon it ia necessary to use this plaster to 
keep the edges of the wound together, we 
must be careful first and foremost to see 
that the wound is perfectly clean and that 
no sand, glass or grit is in it, which would 
cause festering and prevent it from healing. 
Never cover a wound wholly Tip with a 
piece of plaster. JVYimtever be its size, uso 
long, narrow strips 
Warm the plaster by 


holding the back of it, against a can o£ boil- 
ing water lor a few seconds, then apply it 
across the wound, leaving a small space be- 
tween each strip to give exit to the lymph. 


Remember that sticking plaster bus no 


healing action in itself, and the benefits de- 
rived from its use are of a purely mechanical 
nature. Popular Science News concludes 
this advice on the treatmentof cuts by say- 
ing that clean cuts are better bound up with 
tho blood, simply with a linen rag, for 
sticking plaster is of no use until thebleed- 
ing stops. In case of scalp wounds, the hair 
must be shaved off before the plaster is ap- 
plied.

If the doois and windows of 
the room were closed during tho eight 
hours, the natur'al portion of carbonic acid 
would be increased to about 13 cubicfcct (or 
one part to 200), and the occupants would 
arise in the morning with depressing head- 
aches. A person coming into the room from 
outside would dcclaie the air to be "foul."

Plumber, is an extreme sample, as people 
usually leave a door or window open to ad- 
mit some fresh air( but while the need for 
ventilation in the day living rooms of a res- 
idence is not precisely exacting, there can 
be no question concerning the necessity for 
systematic and legular ventilation for sleep- 
ing apartments. 


Ifive or six persons sleeping in as many 


arerage size sleeping apartments in one 
maht will exhaust the vitality from and 
vitiate two or three times as much air as 
the whole average si-io house contains. The 
air may be freshened somewhat by raising 
the windows, but that practice is danger- 
ous in result?, is a prolific source of colds 
and sickness, and as a means for ventilation 
is totally umeliable—not to mention the 
morning's discomfort of arising in a cold 
room. 


Tho Temperature of the Htrainn J{ody. 
The normal temperature of one's body is 


98.4 degrees, and any \ariationfrom this, 
unless it is very slight, may be t.tken as a 
warning that disease lias set in. Even then 
it is a strange fact that the variation, from 
the normal point is still not very great. 
With high f ever tho temperature may reach 
104,103 or even 106, though it seldom re- 
mains long at this point, but when 108 ia 
attained, hope for recovery generally fades, 
and death is thought to be near. In such a 
disease as cholera, the temperature may go 
several degrees below 98.4, but it seems that 
not even great disturbances of the system 
can cause it to range far ftway from its nor- 
mal point. As exceptions to this apparent- 
ly general law there are, however, some 
cases recorded o£ recovery even after tho 
attainment of 110 and 112 degrees.

Office.

the revenue cutter Corwin which arrived 
at Sun Francisco yesterday. The oflicials 
a! the department refuse absolutely to 
make any statement regarding the ton- j 
tents of the advices received and nre even 
mUi-iir in acknowledging that they have 
yet sirurs-d any tfli-icraiihic news biuce 
thi! t'otuin ri-tn'hfii Sun Francisco. 


The dispatched readied this eity about 


7 o'clock and were immediately trai..-,- 
l.tU'd. 
It is generally accepted that they 


fully confirmed i he cable received from 
Auckland, X. 2., n liuy ayo. Since the 
receipt of this cablegram from Auckland, 
those v> ho are best informed on the II a- 
waiian s-iuiatiou 
have 
been carefully 


studying Minister Willis' latest instruc- 
tions, and are now inclined inure sti ongly 
to iH'lit'Ve that, tlie situation nt .Honolulu 
isex.n.tly as reported iu the iie\s» Irom 
Auckland. 


A theory which K*'n* niont support is 


based on the belief tbat the hint instruc- 
tions sent toMinisterAVillis contemplated 
hirtbtv action by tlie administration. U 
iithon'glit that tlia queen, llnally seeing 
tnat her cause would be lost unless shu 
accepted the terms imposed by Minister 
Willis for her restoraf ion, accepted ihem 
as contained in his published insti notions, 
uud notified him that she would grant, 
amnesty to members of the provisional 
government if shu again became tiueeu. 


Dole Wouldn't Yielil. 


Minister Willis theieupon cariied oul. 


his instructions »ud notified President. 
Dole that it was the de.sire of the United 
Stales government that the provisional 
government should surrender in favor of 
Liliiioknlnui. 
President Dole piouiplly 


refused to acaede to this request. 


The advices sent from time to time by 


Minister Tburston to President Dole no 
doubt strengthened the provisional gov- 
ernment in Hi stand, and the arrival of 
Mr. Tlmrstou at Honolulu probably oc- 
turteil before .Mr. Willis asked President 
Dole to sin render, and his presence, with 
his thorough acquaintance of the public 
sentiment'in this country ou the Ha- 
waiian qneslioy, lias cemented the deter- 
mination of the provisional government 
to hold out ngaiust every attempt toward 
restoration 


Jt can be slated definitely that the Cor- 


wiu sailed from Honolulu ou Dec. 23, 
which is one day later than the Alameda 
departed. Tlie cable stated that, Mi-. Dole 
was preparing a document, and it is be- 
hoved now thafc this statement was his 
reply to Wie request, of Minister Willis to 
surrender. The reply having been com- 
pleted uud forwarded to Mr. Willis tliB 
next day, the latter immediately dis- 
patched it to this country by the Corwin. 


Secretary Wreshaci said last night that 


he would receive Mr. Willis' report by 
mail, mid that, it would probably reach 
here next Wednesday evening. It is 'be- 
lieved that this mail document is the re- 
ply of President Dole to Minister AVillis. 


Willis' Instructions. 


In connection with the Hawaiian news 


from Auckland the language of Secretary 
GrtiSham's instructions to Minister Willis 
by the Corwin maybe recalled. These 
were dated Dec. 3, and contained the lol- 
lowiug: 


"Directed that should the queen refuse 


assent to the written agreement, he was 
to inform her that the president would 
cense interposition in her behalf, and 
further efforts at restoration would de- 
pend on her. unqualified agreement that, 
all obligations created by the provisional 
government 
.shall be assumed 
and 


pledges that would prevent the adoption 
of any measure of prosecution or punish- 
ment for what has been done by the pro- 
visional government." 


Minister Willis was also to inform the 


queen that the president could not use the 
torce without the authority of congress. 
Should the queen accept the conditions 
and the provisional government refuse to 
surrender, he was to be governed by 
previous instructions. 


It will be seen from this t bat if the pro- 


visional government has lefused to jielc 
without force. Willis' latest instructions 
prevent his going further. In the event 
th.it the queen should accept conditions 
however, the instructions are to be "gov- 
trruc'd by previous wstmeUoiis." 


The pievious instructions were to no- 


tify the provisional government, which 
had not jet been done, if the quei'U uC' 
ceded to the conditions. 
So far as the 


formed there is nothing iu the 
s to preclude Minister Willis 


from having proceeded on these lines 
towards the provisional government.

PROCEEDINGS 
AT THE FIRST 


DAY'S CONVENTION. 


Better legislation i» One of the Most Im- 


portant Topics Considered—Action ou a 
Weavers' Particular Ulll. 


Jfinv BEDFOBD, Dec. 0. In accordance 


with a call issued by the New Bedford Cot- 
ton Weavers' Protective association for a, 
convention of the textile operatives of the 
state, 45 delegates, representing union 
operatives to the number of 15,000 or more, 
gathered 
at bpinneis' hall yesterday. 


Mathew Hart catted to order and presided, 
and Samuel Ross was chosen secretary. 
Secretary liossievicwcd the legislation of 
the past in the interest of textile employes 
and spoke hopefully of the future. 


Matthew Hart spoke at some length on 


the enforcement of the factory laws, anil 
believed that the factory inspectors should 
be given a great increase in their poners, 
in outer that they might compel manufac- 
turing establishments to observe at least 
something of the letter and the spirit oj 
the laws. 
Without such power 
beina 


given to the inspectors, he claimed, tho 
employes are unable to obtain the benefits 
contemplated in the law. 


The present weavers' "particulars" law 


is legarded as of no advantage or pro- 
tection to the operatives, and drafts of 
bills from which it is proposed to select 
one to piesent to the legislature at tho 
present session, were brought before the 
meeting. 
After a brief discussion they 


weie referred to a committee of five, which 
will consider them and make a draft 
embodying w hat the weavers demand. 


Eesolutions on shortei hours of labor 


were inti oduced and referred to a commit- 
tee of five on resolutions. Kew Jersey, i" 
is claimed, is able to compete with Pennsyl- 
vania and New York, while her operatives 
are employed but 55 hours per week as 
against 80 hours in the latter states, anil 
that shoit hours result in no suffering by 
competition either to manufacturers or em- 
ployes. If this is true of the silk industry 
it is also true of the cotton industry. 


In the afternoon resolutions declaring in 


favor of the 58 hour bill were adopted as 
follows:

"Resolved, that we, the delegates in con-

NIKG HOUSEKEEPING. 


President Gompers in his report said 


that besides the department of labor at 
Washington we have bureaus of labor 
statistics in 82 states and factory inspect- 
ors in 19 states, and Labor day has been 
made a legal holiday in nearly all the 
states of the Union. 


Six national trades unions affiliated 


with the American Federation of Labor 
in the past year, and we have reason to 
hope and believe that the International 
Machinists' association will soon remove 
the useless obstacle which stands in tho 
way and join the great family of trades 
unions under the potential and fraternal 
banner of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


An invitation to the trades unions of 


the United States has been received and 
Will be placed before you from the or- 
ganized workers'of Milan, to attend an 
international exposition and congress to 
be held in that city in 1894. 


The congress at Zurich decided to hold 


its next session in London in 189(5, and 
the recent British trades unions' congress 
held at Belfast has directed its regular 
standing officers to take the matter m 
charge and make preparations therefor. 


From every country comes the cheer- 


ing news of the growth and extension of 
trades unions and trade union sentiment. 
The conviction is fast gaming ground 
that political liberty with economic 
slavery is delusive and for all practical 
purposes valueless. 


The treasurer's report showed the total 


income for the year ending Oct. 81 to bo 
$28,530.80, of which $7,043.00 was for 
the special Homestead defense fund. 
Total expenses for the same period were 
$17,818.40, and $3,304.91! of the defense 
fund was expended. 


The secretary's report shows that for

At St. Paul's church, Boston, recent- 


ly Esv. Charles Ferguson of Cohasset 
preached an interesting sermon upon 
"The Industrial Crisis—"Work for the 
Workless." He said: 


We are standing in the presence of a 


great absurdity—not amusing, but trag- 
ic—the spectacle of a million working- 
men compulsorily idle in a country ca- 
pable by nature of giving work and brea d 
to ten times the earth's population, a 
country wherein everybody admits and 
asserts the common duty and the com- 
mon right to labor. 


The causes of this phenomena are not 


local and not transient. We are ap- 
proaching the climax of the nineteenth 
century in nearly even pace with all tho 
great nations of the world. The root of 
the whole worldwide trouble is a pe- 
culiar and modern quality of our old 
primal selfishness permeating society 
from top to bottom—selfishness for the 
first time in the world's history formu- 
lated into a creed and erected into a, sys- 
tem—the system of commercial individ- 
ualism and laissez faire, out of which 
has sprung this infidel disbelief of man 
in man and the consequent failure of 
commercial credit.

Underpaid by manufacturers or 
merchants, or starving for want of em- 
ployment and of moans, it is too often 
the case that the women breadwinners 
of this city maintain the union of body 
and soul by dedicating themselves to im- 
moral purposes. Herein is a prime fac- 
tor of tho moral degradation prevailing 
in this city.—Charlotte Smith.

It is absolutely neces- 
sary. Thirty years ago there were found 
men who offered their lives to their coun- 
try.

workless is that they who have land and 
capital shall go on with useful enter- 
prises or embark in new ones straight- 
way, being principally careful that their 
enterprises shall to useful and helpful, 
and only secondarily careful that they 
shall yield rent, interest or profit.

AN AMERICAN WOMAN'S VISIT TO 


TAOTAI'S WIFE. 


Kidlng iu State iu a Scclau Chair— Hospi- 


tality Characterised by Pleusant Cere- 
monies—Tea, Bird's Nest Sonp, Scotch 
WLiikey, CiKuis and Oilier Goo 


My visit to the wife of the taotai had 


hem talked of for a Ion,? time. First of 
nil, I must tell you what a taotai is. He 
is the chief magistrate o! three fu, or de- 
partment^, in the province of Che-kiang, 
one of the IS pto\fjuc("; of China. The ex- 
tent of tenitory under his jurisdiction 
vtoiild coiresponed to thebtateof Massa- 
chuwlls. 


When at la^t an auspicious moment

visit, ic was quite uu anxious question 
what would Lo a proper toilet [for me to I 
V ear. Jt would not <io to go in evening I 
costume, and y^t I v.'i' iitd to do as much f 
honor as po«-,iblo to the event.

decided upon a light tilt visiting toilet. | 
My husband's O0iual sedan chair was j 
made ready for mo, oiv o£ my bearers or- j 
iiamcutinq tho interior with nowera. My i 
little daughter, with her amah, oceupied I 
another ciinir, and v. ith official servants! 
preceding ns, one canymj^my large visit- j 
in^r caid — especially prepared for the occa- 
pion and bearing rnj name in blaek Chi- 
nese characters on a led giouud — and oth- 
ers walking beside, tho chairs, we proceed- 
ed on our way, 


To reach the taobvi's yamen (residence) 


we were obliged to traveibe a good part 
of the suburb where the foreign settlement 
is situated, then to ero^s a large branch 
of the river in a tampan, into which the 
sedan chairs are bodily lifted, and after 
entering the gates of the city proper to 
make our way through several dirty, ill 
smelling streets. Upon the wide entrance 
doors of the yamen aro painted the sup- 
posed portraits of the four protecting gods. 


After entering the outer portals we trav- 


ersed many courtyards, all of which seem- 
ed deserted, the men having all been sent 
away that they might not look upon a 
lady. When we reached tho part of tho 
establishment devoted to the ladies, I was 
met by tho venerable mother of tho taotai 
— with whose svseet face and soft white 
hair I was much impressed — his wife, 
grown up daughters, son's wifo and nu- 
merous attendants, and t« o or threonmahs 
carrying young children, one the little 
2-yeur-old son of tho taotai. 


I was at once inhered iutoa room where 


was a reception dais composed of a seat for 
the guest and one for the hostess, separated 
by a little table, really nothing more than 
an elbow rest and used for placing the cer- 
emonial cups of tea. These seats have no 
backs and are very high, so one has to sit 
well forward and rest the feet upon a 
wooden footstool. 
The seat upon the left 


of the hostess is the one of honor, and af ter 
much ceremony, by which I was invited 
by the mother of the taotai to take this. 
seat, myself desiring^that she should occu- 
py it, wo were finally seated. The wife of 
the chief magistrate and her daughter 
sat facing the dais on a sort of couch, and 
the other ladies and attendants stood 
grouped about us. 


Almost immediately we were served with 


bird's nest soup in porcelain cups, which I 
found to bo rather good and which is con- 
sidered a great del'icucy by tho Chinese. 


The conversation was earned on Vjy 


means oi: our amahs acting as interpreters. 
The children formed the chief topic, and 
much curiosity was manifested as to my 
little girl's clothing. My dress, too, was 
carefully inspeutml and was no doabt 
thought very peculiar. The taotai's wifo 
was attired in a beautifully embroidered 
satin jacket of plum color, on the front 
and back of which was sewed a so,uare 
on which was embroidered the insignia of 
her rank. The plaited silk skirt was u 
lovely dark red, and she wore .wide black 
silk trousers. In, her hair weaje magnifi- 
cent pearls and other jewels. Tho daugh- 
ter's face was much powdered, and her lips 
wore painted bright red. Tho jackets of 
the Chinese ladies rench almost to the 
kuees and have wide- flowing sleeves. The 
skirt almost conceals th.o ample trousers, 
but displays the tiny feet incased in their 
pretty embroidered shoes of silk. 


Aftor conversing awhile I was invited 


to a small table seating only four persons 
and laden with small dishes containing 
innumerable kinds of Chinese cakes and 
sweetmeats. To my joy I saw some Eng- 
lish biscuits, obtained, I suppose, espe- 
cially for me. Something else was brought 
forward also for my benefit — some Scotch 
whisky served as wine and some cigars. 
But, altho-igh I made u semblance of ac- 
cepting tho former, the cigars wero quite 
out of the question. My hostess and the 
others smoked long stemmed pipes and 
probably 1 bought it strange I did not join 
them in T\ hat seemed a matter of ceremony. 


Somo of tho most tempting viands I was 


obliged to decline, making the excuse of 
not beinn able to manage the chopsticks. 


Whe.n we aros.o Irom tho table, I was in- 


vited to visit the house. 
Wo proceeded 


first to the apartments of the taotai s 
mother, where tea was served in cups with 
covers. 


In this room I was again offered cigars, 


and my hostess was handed a beautifully 
enameled water pipe ready to smoke. The 
room we were visiting was furnished with 
ft large, handsomely carved bed and cup- 
boards, a table and some chairs, but no 
carpet. The other rooms we saw were all 
of tlio samo order and showed no individ- 
uality. Kach lady was led as she walked 
by ono or two ninids gently holding her 
wrists, and in this manner we made our 
way to the garden. Our progress was very 
slow, for the feet of the ladies wero so 
small that it was with great difficulty they 
could walk at all. On onr reaching tho 
pavilion facing tho large garden I found 
that our hostess was not, of tho party, and 
on inquirinc: for her was told that she 
could not walk so far. owing to her very 
small feet, but was following ns ia her 
scdau chair. In this pavilion we, found 
another and larger table set for us, with a 
repetition of tho dishes of the first, but 
heie we had tea in u- teapot and cups with 
handles. 
The ladies were very talkative 


and affable, and after telling me the ages 
of all piesent a^kcd nic my age, a conunoa 
politeness iu China. Presently the mother 
of the tanl.ii took from the hand«of an at- 
tendant, a beautiful piece of jade carved 
with Chinese characters and attached to a 
chain of corid beads, and hanging it 
around my baby's neck wished her long 
Jife and much happiness. 


As the afternoon was waning, we roso 


to depart, but were not allow rd to leave i 
bffoie returning to the reception room, 
where more beautiful presents awaited my 
little daughter, amont; them a wonderful 
hat of many colors, worn by daughters of 
mandarin^, some little silver nuggets and 
B necklace of beads made from the lovely 
fine feathers of the kingfisher. We then 
took onr departure, bcini; accompanied! lo 
onr sedans by all the ladies, and after 
many bows we started for home. — Boston 
Transcript,

PHANTOM OP THE FOREST.QJ 


0L Strange Cry That Fell Upon the Sol- 


diers' £urs. 


As we leave this Pecos river and journey 


northward toward tho great sandhills of 
>he staked plains onr Indian scouts and 
guides look about them as i£ expecting to 
Bee an enemy at any moment, and as the 
summer day draws to a close we notice 
them whispering together and exhibiting 
signs of uneasiness. They are speaking of 
tho Phantom of the Desert. From the year 
186S to that of 1S73 strange tales were told 
at the frontier posts and around the camp- 
fires i-egardiug that phantom. Hunteri>, 
soldiers and Indians believed them, and 
hunters and Indianswere driven away from 
the headwaters of theCoucha river by their 
fears of something they had never seen. 


"We make our camp amid the sands- 


sands so dry and deep that they would absorb 
the waters of the Mississippi and scarcely 
feel damp to the touch. The cactus, the 
rattlesnake, the vulture and the sands! 
Nothing else, unless it be the bones our 
horses'feet throw to the surface as they 
dig for water to cool their tongues. Thq 
ro«y hues die out of tho west, and evening 
comes. Evening finally gives place to sol- 
emn nic;ht. It is a starlight night, but a 
mist rises from the sands to make the stars 
look small and pale and far away. There 
are no tents, no fires. At 10 o'clock nearly 
all the command are asleep. The sleepers 
are lying as I saw the dead lie when await- 
ing burial at Gettysburg. Each face is un- 
covered and upturned to the night, and you 
feel a chill asjou look at them. You know 
they sleep, and yet you fear they are dead— 
o camp of dead men on desolate and ac- 
cursed groundl The men are hardly asleep 
before the horses become quiet. Some lie 
down to sleep and sigh; others remain on 
their feet, and weave to and fro, and arouse 
themselves at intervals to look about in a 
dazed, queer way. Loneliness and night 
and desolation affect a horse as much as a 
man. lie cannot sleep and forget the situa- 
tion as his rider can. Only the sentinels are 
alert now. The Indians are at peace with 
us, and no danger need be feared, but they 
have heard of the Desert Phantom and are 
nervous and wakeful. 


Eleven o'clock, and all is quiet. But for 


the faint craunch of the footsteps of the 
sentinels it would be the stillness of a tomb. 
On the plains you will hear an occasional 
cry from some night biid, the howl of the 
coyote, the chirp of the crickets. Here is 
blankness—darkness—silence so deep that 
you are afraid of it. 


Midnight, and tie sergeant of the guard 


is about to arouse the relief guard and 
march them out, when a strange, weird 
sound comes to his ears from the north. It 
is the cry of a humau being—of a woman— 
such a cry as a woman might utter as she 
tottered about and sunk down to die of 
hunger and thirst. It is the cry of the 
Phantom. It has been heard a hundred 
times before, and no man has ever smiled 
in contempt at the sound- 


"ThePhantorn! ThePhantom! The Phan- 


tom!" So whisper the three sentinels on 
that side of the camp as they desert their 
posts and hasten in. 


"Fools! Cowards! Get back or I will re- 


port you!" answers the sergeant, but they 
move timidly and look to the right and 
left. 


Now comes the cry from the east side ot 


the camp—not a shriek nor a scream, but 
a long drawn, quavering 017 full of anguish 
and desolation. "Was it fancy? Then why 
did every horse on the ground leap to his 
feet and point Ms ears at tho first cry? "Was 
it thei cry of some lost and confused vulture 
flying heavily over camp as it searched for 
the flock? If so, why did the second cry 
arouse every sleeping man and cause him 
to turn his face to the east—men who would 
have slept on amid she howling of wolves? 


"What is it, sergeant?" 
"The Phantom of the Desert, sir!" 
The officer had heard the legends many 


tames, but smiled in pity on those who re- 
lated them. An officer of the regular army 
a believer in phantomsl A troop of rei^u- 
lar cavalry, most of the men in service for 
a dozen years, panio stricken because of a 
cry from the darkness beyond! 


"Sergeant, give me the names of those 


men who deserted their posts, and I'll"——• 


The cry came again—this time from the 


•west—a cry in which there were more an- 
guish and desolation than before. It quav- 
ered on the night air for 10 long seconds, 
and when it ceased every man's heart was 
beating so he could hear the sound. Many 
of the horses stamped and snorted, and the 
men crowded together and reached for 
their carbines. Four parties of three men 
each were pushed out into the darkness, 
and candles were lighted and men ordered 
to shout a welcome to the poor wacilerer. 
After an interval of five minutes we heard 
the cry again, but it was farther away this 
time, and we thought it had changed too. 
There was a note of anger and disappoint- 
ment in it. A long 10 minutes parsed 
away, and then we got the cry for the last 
time—a wailing, petulant cry which might 
be uttered by a tired and sleepy child. 


Men and hore.es slept again, but with a 


sorb of nightmare upon them. "\Vhen day- 
light came, we scoured the desert for signs 
and found them in plenty—the footprints 
of naked feet all about our camp, borne 
said they were those of a woman, but all 
•were mystified. The Phantom of the Des- 
ert had come and gone—come from no one i 
could say where—vanished in what direc- 
tion we could not say. 
Vfv wcrs yet stoop- 


ing over the footprints when they seemed 
to melt away in the sand. One night a year 
later that wild, weird cry aroused a camp 
of soldiers almost on the same spot. The 
Indians had become hostile again, and 
thinking it the signal for an attack the 
sentinel fired into the darkness. The cry 
was not repeated, but in place of it came a 
scream of pain cud terror. Nothing w.is 
found next morning, but a day or two later 
still another party cameacross a dead body 
on tho sands. 
They did not ride close 


enough to disturb the vultures. Some said 
it was the body of a womaaolothedinrags, 
with tangled hair falling to tlie knees; 
some thought it that of a deserter who had 
become a wandering lunatic. From that 
tune on the Phantom of the Desert has not 
been heard of. The soldier's bullet, sent 
through the darkness had found its life.

President .Goinpers in his report said 


thftt besides the department of hibor at 
Washington we have bureans of labor 
statistics in.S3 states and fticl ory inspect- 
ors In 19 states, and Labor day 1ms been 
made a legal holiday in nearly all tho 
etates of the Union. 


Sis national trades unions affiliated 


•with the American Federation of Labor 
in the past year, aiid we have reason U) 
hope and believe that tho Inlernutionul 
Machinists' association will soon remove 
the useless obstacle which stands in tho 
way and join the great family of trades 
unions under tbe potential imd fraternal 
banner of the American Federation, of 
Labor. 


An invitation to the trades unions of 


the United States has been received and 
(rill be placed before you from Iho or- 
ganized workers" of Milan, to attend an 
international exposition and congress to 
be held in that city in 1804, 


The congress at Zurich decided to hold, 


its next session In London in 181)0, and 
therecenfc British trades unions'congress 
held at Belfast lias directed its rugulur 
standing officers to talce tho matter in 
charge and make preparations therefor. 


From every country cornea the cheer- 


ing news of tho growth and extension of 
trades unions on$ trade union sentiment. 
The conviction ia last gaining ground 
that political liberty vrith economic 
slavery is delusive and for all practical 
purposes valueless. 


Tho treasurer's report showed the total 


income for the year ending Oct. 31 to bo 
f28.530.80, of which $7,048.00 was for 
the special Homeste&d defense fund.

Upon It RoBto Lho Syelom of Commercial 


Individualism and I.nleicz 1'alre. 


At St. Paul's church, Boston, recent- 


ly Rev. Charles Ferguson of Colmssct 
preached, an interesting scriuoii upon 
"The Industrial Crisis—"Work for tho 
"Workless." He said: 


We are standing in the presence) of a 


great absurdity—not amusing, but trag- 
ic—tbe spectacle of a million working- 
men compulsorily idle in a country ca- 
pable by nature of giving work and bread 
to ten times Hie earth's population, u 
country wherein everybody admits and 
asserts the .common duty and the com- 
mon right to labor. 


The causes of this phenomena nro not 


local aud not transient, 
"Wo arc ap- 


proaching tho climax of tho nineteenth 
century in nearly even pace with all tho . 
great nations of the world. The root of I 
tho whole worldwide trouble ia a pe- 
culiar and modern quality of our old 
primal selfishness permeating society 
from top to bottom—selfishness for the 
first time in the world's history formu- 
lated into a creed and erected into a sys- 
tem—the system of commercial individ- 
ualism and luissez fairu, out of which 
has sprung this infidel disbelief of man 
in man and the consequent failure of 
commercial credit. 


You cannot lovo and trugt your neigh- 


bor if you find in him only im intelli- 
gent apparatus far the calculation of Ins 
own "enlightened self interest." The 
nations are weary of this profauo gospel 
of greed. God is about to change all 
that. The spirit of tho age is inoro limn 
tbe body of the age—it rincs to do the 
work of tbo Holy Ghost. Men must 
soon be found who are willing to do 
business that does not pay. I thiulc 
that is the precise specific. It is not a 
nostrum. There is no patent on it. It 
is tbe open secret of Christ. 
Tho busi- 


ness of Jesua did not pay, neither did 
tho business of the prophets and apos- 
tles, and no genuine and noble work of 
painter, poet, soldier or craftsman, no 
true labor find pain of good worker or 
good fighter was ever dono and suffered 
since the world began—for mere pay. 


There is no need to argue tho immoral- 


ity of this utter commercial selfishness. 
We havo bcforg our ciyeu Iho demonstra- 
tion of its entire folly and impracticabil- 
ity. 
It is not merely desirable that men 


bo found who are willing to do Inminess 
that doca.uot pay. It is absolutely neces- 
sary. Thirty years ayo there wero found 
men who offered their lives to their conn- 
try. Wo shall find men now who will 
offer their dividends, though iiuleod this 
laltor bo somehow a more difllcult sacri- 
fice.

SPEECHES \\IUU BE CONTROL- 


LED BY FIVE-MINUTE RULE. 


Chairman Wilson Will Lead Off in 


the Debate, 


WASHKCTOS, Jan. G.—The Demon-nth 


caucus m-tin the hall of the house o: 
represemative* last isigbA to consider th< 
Wilson tariff bill. 
Judge Hohajuiwa-- 


chairrnan and Mr. Alderaou sec-re!ary. It 
was estimated tuns iliere were 147 Demo- 
crats in the house, Kiiil a caucus quornn 
is 10S. As soon as the roll had beeu called, 
on motion ic was di'dde'l to limit the 
speeches to five minutes each 


General Wherfii-r, who n-.is one of the 


prime movers in th? caucus project, took 
the floor and made a vigorous speech 
against the proposition to place coal and 
iron ore on the free liat. 


During General Wheeler's remarks ho 


quoted from a speech ma*le by Hon. Will- 
iam L. Wilson on the Morrison bill ou 
May 5, lb'S4. General Whejler said the, 
principles which should govern n etc il- 
lustrated by the speech winch Mr. Wilson 
madetuen. The quotation, was as fol- 
lows: 


WilsonN Views In *S4. 


*'As I have Paid, I favor a bill for the 


reduction of tar.es. Where this hill de- 
parts from its general scheme of merely 
reducing taxes and seeks to enlarge the 
free lis,t, it bears uuevenlj, aud. as I be- 
lieve, unjustly, upon some of the inter 
ests of my own state. To take any one 
great interest and transfer it suddenly to 
the free ht,i is to hold it tributary to all 
the rest, \\ hile depriving it of any share 
in the common protection. 


"Whatever reduction is made should be 


made so gradually as not to wreck, to dis- 
turb or alarm any of our great industries, 
aud this return to a peace tarift ought 
to be made by even progress and 011 a 
scale of justice to all. This bill would 
permit i-eciprp"il free coal with Canada, 
a provision '"^Tiink little apt to be car- 
ried out, and free coal from England. 
Coal is not free, so far as the foreign and 
coastwise trade is concerned, having 
otherwise a duty of 73 cents per ton,which 
is less than 20 per cent ad valorem, under 
a tariff whose general average is over 40 
per cent. 


"Should we proceed to the considera- 


tion of this bill by sections? I shall pre- 
sent to the committee such facts and fig- 
ures as will bear fully upon this question, 
and I have every confidence—indeed, I 
may add, I have every assurance that can 
now be given—that this inequality and 
discrimination will be -corrected, and the 
interests of my own state share in the 
geneial fortune of all." 


Crisp's Appeal. 


Speaker Crisp followed. He offered a 


resolution declaring that it was the duty 
of every Democrat to vote for the consid- 
eration of the tariff bill, and also that it 
was the duty of nil Democrats to attend 
the sessions of the house and maintain a 
quorum until the tariff bill is disposed of. 


In a ringing speech the speaker took oc- 


casion to sharply reprimand Democrats 
who had been responsible for the inaction 
of the house dflring the past three days. 
He.said that the proper way to act for 
those who were dissatisfied would be to 
tak'e the bill up and have it considered. 
They would be given an opportunity to 
offer their amendments, and these amend- 
ment, under the terms of the resolution 
of the committee on rules, could be voted 
upon. The majority could decide. No 
member would lose any of his rights, and 
it would be to the honor and credit of the 
party to go forward and legislate. 


The party had been given a commission 


from the people and it was his duty to 
carry it out. The spectacle of the past 
three days had been a disgrace to the 
large Democratic majority in the house, 
and he sincerely hoped that it was not to 
be repeated. 


The words of the speaker were lou dly 


cheered. 


General Sickles of New York, 
Mr. 


Sperry of Connecticut aud Ml-. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania opposed Speaker 
Crisp's 


resolution, and it was supported by 
Messis. Quthwaite, Dewitt, Warner and 
Robertson of Kentucky, the latter creat- 
ing great surprise, because for tv» o days he 
acted against the Democrats in the house 
and is opposed to free sugar. 


Crisp's Resolution Adopted. 


After further debate the Crisp resolU' 


tion was adopted without a division. It 
is as follows: 


Resoh cd, That it is the sense of this caucu 


that it is the duty of e\eiy Democratic mem- 
ber of the house to vote lor the pending reso 
lution pro\ iduie for the consideration of th 
tariff bill in order that the house may ha\e 
an opportunity to redeem the pledges of the 
party respecting taiifE reform. 


Resolved. Further, that it is the duty of 


every Democratic member of the house to at- 
tend its daily session, and we hereby express 
the opinion that these members *rt ho are ab- 
sent on eit to the parly aud those o£ us who are 
here to immediately return in order that 
pressing public business may be at tended to 


Another resolution was adopted that 


it is the sense of the caucus that, if 
a proposition, was reported from the com- 
mittee, two days additional should be 
given for debate. 


Mr. Harier and Mr. Robertson intro- 


duced amendments providing for a duty 
on sugar, but before a vote was had Mr. 
Block moved an adjournment, whiclx was 
carried with a rush. After adjournment 
Chairman Wilson said the caucus was en- 
tirely satisfactory to him.

Where this bill de- 
parts from its Rcnerel scheme of mcrelv 
redncinc taxes and seeks to enlarge the 
free list, it ue:u-s unevenly, aud. as I be- 
lieve, unjustly, upon some of the inter- 
ests of my own stale. To take any one 
great interest and transfer it suddenly to 
the free list is to bold it tributary Lo all 
.the rest, while depriving it of any dhare 
in the common prot'.'cliou. 


"\Vhntevprreduction is mado should be 


made so gradually us not to wreck, to dis- 
turb or alarm any of our great industries, 
aud this return to a peace tarift ought 
to be nmdo by oven progress aud on a 
scale of justice to all. This bill would 
permit reuiprnnij free coal with Canada, 
a provision ** niuk little apt to be car- 
ried out, and free coal from England.

THE Su.v has secured a reduction in the 


nrice of gas for the city of Lowell and has 
>een looking into the question of cheaper 
viiler rates for the city. A reduction of 
10 per cent, was made last year and will be' 
continued this year. 


There is n balance of over §20,000 to the 


credit of the board after paying all the in- 
terest and other payments which become 
due during tho year. This amount, how- 
ever, does not warrant any reduction in 
he water rates, because there is as yd 
some uncertainty as to the final success of 
the driven well system. The contractor 
las agreed to furnish 0,000,000 gallons oi 
water per day for $25,000 from these wells; 
3Ut as yet lie has not succeeded in profluc- 
ng much more than 2,000,000 gallons ;i 
day so that he has the heavy end of thi- 
contract yet to fill. 


About twenty-seven wells are now con- 


nected and twelve more will soon bo added, 
but many more will be needed to complete 
the contract. But even thu wulls for n 
time produced 5,000,000 gallons a day there 
is no certainty that this supply would con- 
tinue steadily.. Hence, fora considerable 
time to come the water board will be in 
doubt as to the permanency of the well 
supply. Should it fail in quantity, the 
board would he obliged to take active steps 
to purify the river water before letting it 
pass into 
the 
pipes 
for distribution 


throughout the city. The board • must 
stand ready to meet this contingency for 
some time to come and in consequence it 
is not likely that an iinuifirliatu reduction 
of water rates will bo ordered by the city 
council.

The government 
decided to remove the cmiso of tho com- 
plaint and shipped 300 of the prisoners on 
board a inan-of-wnr for transportation to 
Africa.

short, time, however, and it was a mystery 
what, had become of the prisoners, until a 
Russian merchant vessel in ihe harbor of 
Constantinople, while raising her anchor 
a few days Hinoc, brought up with it.13 
haircloth sacks, such as ore used by Turk- 
ish merchants for packing goods for ship- 
ment. At first the Russian thought that 
he had found traces of smugglers, but 
when he came to examine tho sr.cks he 
found that they'were filled with human 
bodies, 18 or 20 in n sack. The bodiv. 
were ascertained to be those ot Armenian?. 
It is said that tlio grand vizier said not 
long ago. tuut he would settle the Arme- 
nian question by annihilating the Armi1- 
uiang, and ho isthouglit to ba in a fair \v;:\ 
to fulfill his threat. The inatUT has beer 
reported to Russia, as it is 1 bought »h::i 
some of tho murdered Armenians wen 
Kussiau subjects.—Constantinople Letter

Creaking Boots. 


Tho creaking of n' boot has nothing 


vhatsocvor to do with the class of leather 
out of which it is constructed, but creaks 
'or tlio following reasons: Every Kole of a 
aoot is composed of two separate pieces of 
eather. In walking, these two piecra of 
Gather, in spite of their being sewed firm- 
y together, often rub against eacli other, 
md hence the noise. 


But a boot does not.always creak at the 


solo. It may come from tho heel, und then 
t is caused by what is kuown as tho "stlll- 
eiicr," or the material which is put in to 
mako the leather which covers tho heel 
stiff, becoming loose and moving about. 


Tho euro for tho croaking sole is as fol- 


ows: The second sole inust be taken off, 
and some soft material, like felt, placed 
jetwccn tho two soles, and thenceforth the 
boots will bo noiseless. 


If i t is th e heel that is fit fault, tho' 'sti ff- 


enor': must be securely sewed in, and some 
French chalk nuiy be put in between it 


i iho leather, thereby lessening tho fric- 


;iou by which tho noisn is cnug^d. Some- 
inies standing the Kolt-yoi; n pair of creak- 
HR boots in oil for £4 hours will have the 
ilosired effect, but this remedy is not al- 
ways successful.—London Million.

The more sheer the goods 
the better the effect will be, however, and 
by far the best finish for curtains of this 
Bort is a full ruffled tiinumug of plain 
swiss about three inches m width. By sew- 
ing a tiny cord in one edge of the rnflle and 
gathering up at tao same time it may eas- 
ily be secured to the selvngo edge of the 
curtain either by hand or by machine. 


Ruffled bands'Of the MI iss on cords and 


tassels of white cottonare the most suilabla 
for draping. A new way of hanging Swiss 
curtains is particularly adapted to low win- 
dows. For a window 4}j or 5 feet high a 
full valence 11 inches deep, when finibhed, 
is used, the goods taken lengthwise to avoid 
a seam. This should be trimmed at tho 
edge with luflles or lace. The lower cur- 
tains are supplied with small brass curtain 
rings, which slip easily on a brass rod set 
just below tho valance, the advantage o£ 
this airangernent being, aside from its pic- 
turesqueness, that the curtains may bo 


I drawn at will to act as a sciceu. They are 


I not draped, and look best w hen pushed to 


I one side into a space of about 10 or 13 inches. 


For a bix foot window the valanco may bo 
18 inches deep, and in both rases the curtains 
should come ju=t to the window frame. 


Tho flue, inexpensive cheesecloth, which 


is within tho means of eveiyone, is very 
suitable for bedroom draperies and is vari- 
ously trimmed at the edge either with tas- 
sel flingo or lace. An odd way to finish 
them is to fold a 3X inch hem and insert 
between before stitching a strip of colored 
cambric or any soft cotton stuff. Pink or 
yellow, red or blue—in fact, auy bright col- 
or which harmonizes with tho other fur- 
nishings—may bo used, as it is considerably 
toned down By being placed between tho 
folds of the cloth. Harper's BaEar, tho 
source of the very practical suggestions 
heie made, advises that the valance and 
edge of the curtain bo trimmed with a ruf- 
fle of the cheesecloth which has been softly 
twisted after it is made, to take away the 
wiry effect.

Among tho newer styles of paper hang- 


ings noted by The Decorator and Furnisher 
are the pressed papers that supply the de- 
mand for a low priced decorative material 
in relief, such as tho "cameo reliefs" and 
the "Venetian leathers." The former, as 
the name indicates, gives in relief, or raised 
work, cameoliko effects decidedly pleasing 
and novel. The Venetian leathers afford 
reproductions of the old illumined leathers 
of the ^foors, Spaniards and Venetians, 
and are especially adapted to liatts, dining 
rooms and libraries. 


In the new Japanese wall papers there is 


a maiked tendency to depart from the golc 
lacquer treatment that has hitherto alrnosl 
universally prevailed in Japanese wal 
hangings. New and beautiful effects are 
obtained by the use of illuminated lacquers 
in high colored metallic lusters, by means 
of which the papeis appear solid sheets oi 
metal richly embossed with artistic de- 
signs. 


A notable feature in the new wall papers 


is the great variety of empire treatments. 
The empire style, being founded upon 
clasdr- ornament, is naturally capable of a 
greater variation of treatment without 
wearying the eye than any other style that 
we know of. There is a healthy lestraint, 
a crisp individuality about the decorative 
motives, such as torches, wreaths and Ear- 
lands, that arc in themselves emblematio 
o£ love, glory and victory—principles that 
the world will never grow weary of while 
human life exists. Quite a number of the 
de.-igns aie cf ageometrical character; then 
there are papers showing floral effects, such 
as the Japanese lily; stencil effects in the 
Louis XVI style, pleasing arabesques and 
neat little empire effects that will form 
tasteful and beautiful interiors.

3cshy and the seeds are placed on the sur- 
face. 


Measuring; Humidity In tho Atmosphere. 


Hot or cold weather is rnoie bearable 


when the atmosphere is dry, and m order 
to study tho influence. o£ humidity on the 
health a very good hyftroscopc is necessary. 
Cassell's Magazine telIs ot a simple device 
easily made. 


It consists of a helical atrip of bristol 


board 0}.J inches long and one-quarter inch 
wide, made impervious to moisture on the 
outer bide by two coats of shellac viu-nish. 
The upper end of the helix is ligidly fixed 
to a stout wire support planted in a base- 
board, and tho lower end is attached to a 
movable pointer, which is free to move over 
a scalo marked on the baseboard us shown. 
Tho helix can bo made, by twining the curd- 
board louud a pencil. The positions of tho 
index when the cardboard is as diy M pos- 
sible and when it is breathed upon are tnkcn 
for zero and 100, and a scale Is drawn be- 
tween them. 


Tho tost Tall. 


Professor Drummond is.quoted as ex- 


prcsoiug the opinion that t he eud of tho ver- 
tebtal column, consisting of three, four 
and occasionally flvo vertebra;, called tho 
coccyx, forms a true rudimentary tall. In 
tho adult this is always concealed beneath 
the skin, but in the einlnyo, both in man 
and apes, in an early stage it is much longer 
than the limbs. Whafis decisive as to its 
true nature, however, is that even iu the 
embryo of man tho muscles for wagging 
the tail aie still found. 


In the grown up human being those mus- 


cles are represented by bauds of fibrous tis- 
sue, but cases are known where tbe actual 
muscles persist through life. That a dis- 
tinct external tail should not be still found 
in man may seem disappointing to the evo- 
lutionists, but the wont of a tail uugura 
raoie for evolution than its presence would 
have done. It would have been contiary 
to the theory of descent had ho possessed 
a longer tail, for nil tho anthropoid') most 
allied to man havo loug biuce patted with 
theirs. 


Tho Moulcoy Language. 


Professor Garner, after a residence of 


nearly six months in cages in the heart of 
Africa, where he vent to study the simian 
language, is reported by tho European 
Herald to have said that he is satisfied 
that the natives are rifiht in their assertion 
that monkeys converse and use a language 
whiob is invariable and constant. 


In his sojourn in the wilds of Africa he 


found out much that upset all pet scien- 
tific theories about gorillas. He also dis- 
covered that the gorilla and chimpanzee 
are not ou speaking terms. This is due not 
to any inimical feeling, but to the fact that 
the "language" of tho one is different from 
the "language" of the other, and they have 
not yet gone as far in civilization as tha 
making of grammars and dictiouaries for 
the piuposes of translation. 


Xmmiuous Fungi. 


There are probably few who have notnt 


some time or another met with case? of 
luminous fungi. The writer of this para- 
graph well lemembers an old oak tree, hol- 
low with age and exposing a large propor- 
tion of decayed wood, which glowed at 
night almost as brilliantly as if a light had 
been placed inside the hollow shell. In 
some parts of the world .species with this 
characteristic are much more common than 
in others. In tho islands of tho Indian 
ocean a genus, known as plcurotus, Cttr- 
nibheS a species, according to a French my- 
cologist, which is so abundant and in which 
the phosphorescence is so enduring that 
the native women use it for personal 
adornment in the hair and dress 
It is said 


that the glow will continue occaMoually 
for 24 hoars. 


Tho Loftiest Mountain. 


The much disputed question of the lofti- 


est mountain on the North American conti- 
nent has at last been settled. John Pat t- 
lidge, secretary of the Geographical Society 
of the Pacific, 1ms received n letter from the 
chief of the Umtod States coast ami geo 
detic survey, Washington, .statin.; that 
Mount Orizaba iu Mexico is the highest. 
Mount St. Elios, Alaska, bun for many j ears 
past been considered the highest, but Un- 
zaba has been proved to be the higher by 
289 feet. The exact figures, as forw ardtd to 
Secietaiy Partridge, are: Mount Oi-i.'.aba, 
18,31-1 feet; Mount bt. Ehas, 18,010.

Xangnage ot I'ostugo Stamps. 


Of late years the postage stamp has been 


invested with a language of it^ own When 
a stamp is inverted on the right hand upper 
corner, it means the person wiitteu to is to 
write no more. If the stamp be placed on 
the left hand upper comer inverted, then 
the writer declares his altcction for the re- 
ceiver of the letter. "\Vhen the stamp is 
iu the center at the top, it signifies an af- 
firmative answer to a question or the ques- 
tions, us the case may be, nnd when iL is at 
the bottom, it is a negative. Should the 
stamp be on the risht hand corner at a 
i ight angle, it asks the question if the receiv- 
er of the letter loves tL-e sender, while in 
the left hand corner means that the writer 
hates the other. 


There is a shade- of difference between de- 


siring one's acquaintance and friendship. 
For example, the stamp at the upper cor- 
ner at the right expieises the former and 
ou the lower left hand corner means the 
latter. The stamp on a line with the sur- 
name is an offer o£ love; in the same place, 
only reversed, signifies that the witter is 
engaged.

The Apple's Early History. 


The apple was probably introduced into 


England by the Romans, as many varieties 
were early in culth ation about Home. Pli- 
ny mentions aud describes some SO differ- 
ent sorts, named for those who had orig- 
inated or grafted them. Henry YITI is said 
to have been a great patron of the apple, 
and by his command large orchards were 
planted in Kent by Richard Harris, fuiit- 
eier to the king.

brought apple trees with them, an island 
in Boston harbor where they were planted 
still bearing their rianoe. So readily was 
the apple domesticated and so kindly didit 
take to its new conditions that it soon be- 
came the hardy symbol of New England, 
The fruit was at once appicciated, adopted 
and spread by the Indians, many of the old 
Indian orchards being still common in die 
eastern status.

How to Treat a Cut. 


Adhesive plaster ought to be the best pro- 


curable, and iubtead of keepiuc it in u toll 
io the drawer it ought to be cut. into strips, 
of different breadths. It is thus ready for 
immediate use, and there is no chance of its 
sticking together as it does if kept in bulk. 
When it; is necessary to use this plaster to 
keep the edges of the wound together, we 
must be careful first and foremost to see 
that the wound is perfectly clean and that 
no sand, gloss or arit is in it, which would 
cause festeringand prevent it from healing. 
Never oover n wouud wholly up with a 
piece of plasici. Whatever be its sue, use 
long, narrow strips-. Warm the plaster by 
holding the back of it against a can of boil- 
ing water for a few seconds, then apply it 
across tbe wound, leaving a small space be- 
tween each strip to give exit to the lymph.

secret of the man with tlie iron mask? If 
-lie theory of a recent investigator is cor-

Language of Tostaeo Stamps.

If the stamp be placed on 
the left hand upper coiner inverted, then 
the -writer declares Ins nileetion for the re- 
ceiver of the letter. When the stamp is 
in tho center at tho top, it signifies an af- 
firmative answer to a question or the ques- 
tions, as the case may be, and when it is at 
the bottom, it is it negative. Should thi 
stamp Vsc on the \\z\A Iv.md comer at a 
right angle, it asks the question i f the receiv- 
er of the letter loves the sender, while in 
the left hand corner incaus that the writer 
hates the other. 


There is a shade of difference between de- 


siiiug oue'p acquaintance and friendship. 
For example, the stamp at the upper cor- 
ner at tho right expresses the former anc 
on the lower left band corner means the 
latter. Tho stamp on a line with the sur 
name is an offer o£ love, in the same place 
only reversed, signifies tlmt the writer is 
engaged.

The Apple's Early History. 


The apple was probably introduced into 


England by the Koraans, as many varieties 
were early in cultivation about Rome. Pli- 
uy mentions aud describes home 30 differ- 
ent sorts, named lor those who had orig- 
inated or grafted them. Henry Till is said 
to have been a great patron of the apple, 
and by his command large otchards were 
planted in Kent by Richard Harris, f iiiit- 
erer to the king. 


The early settlers in New England 


brought apple trees with them, ail island 
in Boston harbor where they wore planted 
still bearing their name. So readily was 
the apple domesticated and so kindly dulit 
take to its new conditions that it soon be- 
came the hardy symbol of New England. 
The iruit was at once appreciated, adopted 
and spicad by the Indians, many of the old 
Indian orchards being still common in tho 
eastern states.

How to Treat a Cut. 


Adhesive plastcrought to be the best pro- 


curable, and instead of keeping it in a roll 
in the drawer it ought to be cut into strip"; 

It is thus ready for 
immediate use, and theie ia no chance of itb 
sticking together as it does if kept in bulk. 
When it is necessary to use this plaster to 
keep the edges of tho wound together, we 
must be careful first and foremost; to see 
that the wound ia perfectly clean and that 
no sand, glass or grit is in it., which would 
cause festering and prevent it from healing. 
Never cover a wound wholly up with a 
piece of plaster. Whatever be its sue, nse 
long, nanow strips. Warm the plaster by 
holding the back of it against a can of boil- 
ing water for a few seconds, then apply it 
across the wound, leaving a small space be- 
tween each strip to give exit to the lymph. 


Kemomber that sticking plaster has no 


healing action in itself, and the benefits de- 
rived from itsuseaieof apurclymechauical 
nature.

Fpr the berries uso cadmium, 
raw umber, white, a little cobalt or perma- 
nent blue, madder lake, and a very little 
ivory black. In the shadows add burnt 
sienna. Paint the green leaves with the 
colors given for tho holly leaves, but you 
should add more cadmium and raw umber, 
and also substitute vermilion in the local 
tone in place of madder lake. 


For the holly^ first paint tho red berries 


in a flat tono made with light red, madder 
lake, whitoanda little ivory black, adding 
blunt sienna in the shadows.

Add five drops of 
French poppy oil to one drop of siccutif al- 
ways before mixing with tbo paint, and 
you will 'find it will dry very quickly.

With high fuverthc temperature m<iyreach 
104,105 or even ICO, though it seldom re- 
mains long at this point, but when 108 is 
attained, hope for recovery generally fades, 
and death is thought to be near. In such a 
disease as chalera, the temperature may go 
several degrees below flS.4, but it 5-eemsthat 
not even great disturbances of the system 
can cause it to range far away from its nor- 
mal point. As exceptions to this apparent- 
ly general law there are, however, some 
cases recorded of recovery even after tha 
attainment of 110 and 112 degrees.
